In other words the newspaper 
said, they are terms which the 
Finns constantly have said they 
would accept. 
In demanding that the 
Finns 
stop fighting and intern all Nazi 
troops and ships as a prerequis­ 
ite for any peace 
negotiatonns. 
the Moscow radio added that “ if 
Finland considers herself incapable 
of fulfilling this task the Soviet 
Union is prepared to render her 
the necessary assistance by troops 
and aircraft.” 
Another demand on the Finns 
was 
that 
tile 
Russian-Finnish 
treaty of 1940 be restored and all 
Finnish troops w ithdrawn to the 
1940 borders. The questions of the 
partial demobilization of the F in ­ 
nish arm y, financial 
reparations 
and territorial claims were to be 
left to future negotiations in Mos­ 
cow. 
The Russians also demanded im ­ 
mediate release of all Russian and 
Allied prisoners of w a r and civ il­ 
ians interned in Finland.
